He responded: How has the balance of arms power shifted, 
particularly with respect to Iran and Saudi Arabia? When will Iran be self- 
sufficient in armament and what do their new aircraft and guided missiles 
add to their military capability? What are the political relations among the 
countries in the Persian Gulf and how secure are the leaders, e. g. , the Shah 
of Iran, King Faisal? What is Iraq's military potential? Has the Agency 
participated in any analyses of these problems and are they available? I 
reminded Rushford that I could not make any commitments; that we did have 
strong guidelines controlling the furnishing of such information but that I 
would see what, if anything, could be done. 
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
